NO HOPE IN DEMOCRATS. 


Their Leaders Also Oppose Good of 
Peop e, Speaker Declares. 


Cleveland, O., July 11.—James R. Garfield, 
former secretary of the interior, in a speech 
delivered tonight before the Progressive Re- 
publican organizatiop, set forth the platform 
upon which the insurgent element of the Re- 
publican party will enter the fall campaign 
in Ohio. Mr. Garfield announced his accept- 
ance of the appellation of ** insurgent.” 

The meeting was the christening of the 
newly organized ** Progressive Republican 
movement in Ohio and its slogan as an- 
nounced by Mr. Garfield is Manhood frst 
and property second.” It was attended by 
delegates representing practically every dis- 
trict.iIn northern Ohio. 

Mr. Garfield said the nation stands today 
in a critical situation; that a problem con- 
fronted the country, whether the progres- 
sives were to win or whether they were to 


| surrender and admit that government 2 
and by the people was a failure. 


Like the prodigal youth,“ he said, “ ‘we 
as a nation have wasted our resources, sold 
our inheritance, acquired evil habits; but, 
fortunately, we have realized the need of 
radical changes in time to save ourselves. 


No Hope from Democrats. 

“ At the coming election we are to choose 
between two great national parties. The 
Democratic party, while declaiming against 
special interests, has, when in power, allied 
itself with special interests.

In our own state the Dem- 
ocratic governor failed to be on the people’s 
side in the fight for a public utilities bill and 
the Democratic senators defeated that meas- 
ure, In the recent Democratic convention 
the ‘ progressive ' Democrats were ignored.

Having dealt in a general way with na- 
tional problems and continuing his eulogy of 
the insurgents Mr. Garfield took up special 
state problems. The recall, regulation of 
corporations, workmen's compensation act, 
the strengthening of child labor laws, and 
the development of a canal system were the 
principal planks in the platform which he put 
forward. In regard to the recall, Mr. Garfleld 
said: 

There is one method of dealing with pub- 
lic service which. demands our most earnest 
consideration—namely: the recall. I believe 
it to be the most direct, most efficient way 
that the people have of dealing with the un- 
faithful servant. It is said that the recall 
makes cowards of public officers. I ‘ask 
whether it is any more injurious to the public 
welfare to have an officer afraid of the people 
than it is to mave a public officer the servant 
of a special interest.”

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FIRE DEPARTMENT FIGHTS

WILL HELP SANE FOURTH 


Practically Confines Handling of 
Pyrotechnics to Large 
Business Houses.

Next Fourth of July probably will see the 
sale of fireworks restricted to large business 
houses where the handling of explosives and

“I am lad the committee does not favor 
the total prohibition of fireworks,’’ said Dr.

By that I do 
not mean their sale and use should be pro- 
miscuous and uncontrolled. The celebration 
on the ldke front last week was all that could 
be desired from the standpoint of safety.

Haldane Supports the Bill. 

Mr. Smith pointed out that the giving of 
the ballot to qmen meant also seats for them 
in parliament and executive offices under the 
government. At the close of Mr. Smith's 
gemarks, Mr. Bryce seconded the motion to 


 peject the bill, and he was immediately fol- 


jowed by Mr. Haidane, the secretary of war, 
ho was the first member of the cabinetgo 

ak. He supported the bill, giving it as 
bie opinion that its passage would not alter 
the life of the country or vary the con-

SUBMARINE RAMS GUNBOAT 


Flagship Castine Is Driven on 
Beach to Prevent Sinking. 


ITS DYNAMO IS FLOODED. 


Crashes with Bonita During Mimic At- 
tack in War Game. 


Provincetown, Mass, July 11.—The gun- 
boat Castine, flagship of the submarine flo- 
tilla, was rammed by the submarine Bonita 
during the maneuvers today and was 
beached to prevent it from sinking. No one 
on board was injured. 

Two of the boiler plates of the Castine 
were loosened. Its dynamo and boiler com- 
partments between frames No. 10 and No. 51 
are flooded, but the bulkheeds are holding 
firm. 

The accident happened during a mimic at- 
‘tack on the Castine by the submarines. The 
Bonita misjudged the distance and struck 
the gunboat with considerable force. The 
men on both boats felt the impact and some 
were stunned, but no one was injured. The 
Bonita escaped.wtih the slight denting of a 
portion of its armor and the loss of a Small 
section of its rafling.

TRY TO INVOLVE CLEMENCEAU 
IN HELPING TO’ WRECK BANK. 


Socialists Explain to French Premier 
Briand Part Taken by Official, but 
Chamber Sustains the Government. 


PARIS, July 11.—M. Jaures, the leader of 
the Socialists in the chamber of deputies, and 
other Socialist deputies called upon Premier 
Briand today to explain the part taken by 
ex-Premier Georges Clemenceau in the arrest 
of Henri Rochette, a banker, whose financial 
ingtitutions, the Franco-Spanish bank and 
the Credit Minter, were closed in March, 
1908. 

The interpellation was for the purpose of 
implicating M. Clemenceau and M. Lepine, 
the prefect of police, in the bourse specula- 
tions preceding the closing of these banks, 
whereby a group of speculators cleaned up 
$500,000 as a resuk of the fall in the price of 
stock. 

M. Briand admitted that speculators pre- 
cipitated M. Rochette’s arrest, but contended 
that the government had acted only because 
it was overwhelmed with complaints from 
investors Hving in the provinces. Subsequent 
developments, he said, have shown that M. 
Rochette’s companies were on a sound finan- 
cal basis. 

The chamber, however, adopted a vote of 
confidence in the government, 3965 to 86. 
Later, with Premier Briand's consent, the 
chamber voted for the appointment of a 
commission of inquiry into the whole affair.

‘WIVES SENT FOR MONEY. 


Threat of Death Made if Police 
Are Told Anything About 
the Affair.

ROME. July 11.—Edéward and Robert Biot 
of Boston, Mass., have informed the police 
of Florence that they have been the victims 
of an audactous attack by briganda who, 
after robbing and detaining them, are at, 
, large. 

According to the story told by the victime 
they were automobiling yesterday with their 
‘wives when they were set upon while within 
three miles of their ville at Palavo, near 
Vellambrogo. 

Road Blocked with Stone. 

Here they found the road blocked by an 
enormous stone which evidently had been 
placed there, by two ruffians, who with drawn 
revolvers, demanded that the travelers give 
up their money. 

The two Biots had only 700 with them and 
when the robbers found this out they de- 
manded that the wives go to the villa for 
more while the husbands were neld as host- 
ages. This wae agreed to, and the women 
hastened away as fast as they could go. 


Pay More Money; Freed. 

When they returned with $200 more the 
party was set free, after being warned to 
make no mention of the matter under pain 
ofdeath. The Biots, however, told the police, 
and a force of police carabineers are 
ing the bandits.

Bvidently it is the purpose to proceed 
by the same old methods to fill the legis 
lative seats and to trust to luck that the 
men placed there under the same condi- 
tions as their predecessors will behave 
differently, @ pious and confiding hope. 
It is based on the blind assumption that 
the members of the Porty-sixth general 
assembly. who misbehaved themselves 
were crooks, thieves, and ‘scalawags be- 
fore they were elected, and that they 
packed up their burglars’ tools in the grips 
they took to Springfield on their first trip. 

No doubt there are men in the legisla- 
ture who entered it with the same desires 
which the gold hunting Spanish conquerors 
carried with them inte the interior of the 
American continent, but there are more 
who were honest enough when they were 
elected and who afterwards found that 
the conditions under which they were put 
in the assembly and the conditions under 
which they worked there not only per- 
mitted but encouraged corruption. 

Now the politicians ask us to believe 
that if they change the faces in the legis- 
lature they will have changed the system, 
Tun Trisune does not know what is 
being done outside of Chicago and, as it 
has said before, it is convinced that there 
is enough work in Cook county to require 
all the attention of Cook county residents, 
but it does know that in Chicago the

TEMPERATURE AS YOU LIKE IT. 

It it ever come t a question of keen 
competition between the rival. sports of 
aeroplaning and automobiling, we venture 
„ prophecy of the former's complete tri- 
umph, and base this prediction on its 
thermometrical advantages. It is a thtee 
dimension pastime, and the third gives it 
an independence on a hot day which the 
automobile never completely achieves, 
never getting into the third dimension

Saturday, a sweltering New England 
day, Charles J. Glidden of Boston, with 
J. J. Van Valkenburg of Framingham and 
Edward E. Strout of Lynn, went up from 
Lowell, not in an aeroplane, but in the 
balloon Massachusetts, traveling through 
a heat blanket 2,100 feet thick 
until they had a temperature of 70 de 
grees. At that altitude they cooled off 
and descended. The thermometrical ad- 
vantage is apparent. The aviator is not 
required to inquire how the weather is, 
but where it is. It he does not like what 
he is getting he hunts up something that 
agrees with him better. 

We suspect that the day of the aerial 
basket picnic is not in sight, and we are not 
encouraged to believe that philanthropic 
persons soon will be taking gasping little 
sufferers from the baked heart of the 
city on cool sky outings, but with Walter 
Brookins safely reaching a height of 6,100 
feet in a Wright biplane, it becomes ap- 
parent that we have a sport which does 
not submit to the tyranny of hot days, 

There will remain conservative persons 
‘who will seek coolness by the safer moun- 
tain route and others who will hunt for it 
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should have gone to the shareholders. He 
was sent to prison, and his English 
friends—with whom he had been popular 
—thought they had seen the last of him. 
But he was no sooner out of prison than 
the company instantly took him on again 
at an enhanced salary.

But this in no- 
wise excuses our own errors and we would 
do well to recognize them bravely. In 
fact, what is hopeful and in some sensé 
inspiring is this spirit abroad today in the 
land. Another generation will see Ameri- 
can business on a sounder footing than it 
has been because of a better discrimine- 
tion between the “efficiency” which pro- 
duces results by wrong methods and the 
“efficiency” that wins because it is really 
efficient in the sense that it plays the 
game fairly respecting the laws by which 
itself profits and exists. 


WHAT IS DOING IN TRACTION? 

For the apparent attempt to shelve Mr. 
Walter L. Fisher, to eliminate him from 
the traction negotiations and whatever 
activities are of may presently begin re- 
specting the subway, there are two zug 
gested explanations. 

There is first the possibility of jeal 
ousy and personal spite or pique. 

Ir this be the explanation the officials 
or représentatives of the city who are 
guilty are indulging in a pusillanimity 
which will prove costly to the public in- 
terest and in the end to themselves. 

The second possibility is that sinister 
influences have been at work to remove 
one who is not only willing but most 
capable of driving the best of bargains 
for the city, and for protecting the pub- 
lie’s interests throughout the negotiations 
now under way im the traction world. 

As Tus Tun already has said, the 
recent developments—and lack of develop- 
ments—in the field of traction and sub- 
way affairs display some very suspicious 
circumstances. 

It is therefore the duty of the city’s 
representatives who intend to serve the 
city and not some other interest to put 
themselves on guard. 

It is also the duty of the people of 
the city to let their representatives know 
that they do not propose to be betrayed.

While at St. Petersburg Sir Arthur proved | 
@ great success, negotiating that convention 
which put an end to the bitter feud of eighty 
years between Great Britain and Russia, 
transforming them from foes and rivals into 
friends and even allies, and practically re- 
moving all danger of an invasion of India 
by Russia, which for half a century had 
been the one bugbear of every English official 
in India. For this Sir Arthur was decorated 
by King Edward with the grand cross of 
the Order of the Bath. 

Sir Arthur, who is short instature, slightly 
bent, with a short cropped mustache and 
slight in figure, is a most agreeable conver- 
sationalist, possesses an extraordinary gift 
of languages and fund of anecdote, a sense 
of humor quite unusual in a Scotch baronet, 
and eyes and manners that inspire sympathy 
and confidence. His baronetcy is one of the 
oldest in Scotland, being of the Nova Scotia 
order, and @ating from 1687, when it was 
created by Charles I. The fourth holder of 
the baronetoy was also fourth Lord Napier, 
having inherited the Napier barony from 
his uncle. But, dying without issue, the 
peerage reverted to his maternal aunt, while 
the beronmetcy @evolved on his cousin, 
Thomas Nigolson. The ninth baronet, grest- 
grandfather of Sir Arthur, served in th 
English army here in America as well as in 
India. He married the daughter of the =. 
torlan Robertson, and their only son Was 
Sir Frederick Nicolson, who won much dis- | 
tinction in the Crimean war as an admiral. 
Sir Arthur Nicolson is his son and successor 
in the baronetcy and has three boys, the 
eldest of whom ie captain in the Fifteenth 
Hussars and the second a eutenant in the 
royal navy,

Every American visitor to London has 
been struck by the terribly dingy appear- 
ance of the facade and indeed of the entire 
exterior of Buckingham palace, the metro- 
politan residence of the sovereign. The 
building itself is all right and architecturally 
it is stately enough and there is nothing to 
complain of. But the color is absolutely 
gtimy and, thanks to the London smoke and 
to the chemical substances which the latter 
contains, ig becoming worse and worse all 
the time. When the new memorial to Queen 
Victoria in front of the palace is completed, 
a huge affair of marble, its whiteness will 
still further intensify the dirty appearance 
of Buckingham palace, 

Of course the most natural remedy to be 
suggested for this condition of affairs is that 
the walls of the palace should be painted, 
and three or four years ago a sum of about 
$50,000 was voted for the purpose. But it 
was found’ that the surface of the walls 
would not take paint properly, owing to an 
unfortunate fad on the part of the prince 
consort, hueband of Queen Victoria. Ho 
had a theory that if the facade were treated 
with oll, well forced into the material, a 
surface would be produced which would be 
capable of resisting the evil effects of the 
London atmosphere. While this object may 
have been accomplished as far as actual de- 
terloratlon—that is to say, the crumbling 
away of the stone—is concerned—Westmin- 
eter abbey and the houses of parliament need 
constant and costly repairs owing to this 
process of deterioration and disintegration 
of the stone—no paint can be applied with 
success, and the result is that the entire 
facade of the palace may have to be rebuilt. 
Something of the kind will have to be done 
soon in order to prevent the king’s London 
home from becoming one of the greatest eye- 
sores of the British metropolis.

Chicago, July 8.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une. Every thoughtful person who has for- 
lowed the trend of affairs cannot but re- 
joice that at last the subject of the bestowal 
by universities of incongruous academic de- 
grees. is coming under pudite discussion. 
How ridiculous it all seems to confer the 
degree of doctor of laws for some deed of 
heroism, or that of bachelor of arte for en 
act of philanthropy! What nonsense! in 
order to put a stop to this growing abuse, 
however, the public must first realize that 
the hidden motive on the part of the degree 
scattering institutions ie rather to honor 
themselves by putatively honoring some 
conspicuous personage, and that the element 
of competition, hence of sordid advertising, 
long since has become s fundamental phase 
of this traffic. 

It is being proposed to create new and 
more appropriate academic degrees to meet 
modern conditions, but this dees not go far 
enough. In its origin the bestowal of 
“honorary degrees was perfectly proper. 
If some one, through bis own efforts, dis- 
tinguished himself in the legal domain, but 
not having absorbed a regular academic 
course, a duly authorized law school con- 
ferred the degree of doctor of laws honoris 
causa, Similarly, a schoo) of medicine con- 
ferred the M. D. degree for distinguished 
work in that fleld; the Ph. D. degree wae 
bestowed for some high achievement in the 
realm of thought; and so on—but all honorie 
causa. 

And this fe all the unfversities justly are 
entitied to do. Nor do the empty, meaning- 
less titles so cheaply hawked about nowa- 
days really honor any one; neither are they 
fespected; but rather become subjects of 
bantering if not ridicule. 

No, the universities—often notoriety seek- 
ing—are not the proper agencies for reward- 
irig social services; indeed, academic de- 
grees and titles are not even the correct 
emblem for expressing society’s recognition 
of such services. The only way public 
benefactors can be honored is by forma) 
resolutions and medals, and which may be 
accompanied by gifts and annuities; while 
in countries recognizing titles of nobility, 
these also are valued. 

But there must be for specific objects, 
specific self-perpetuating organizations or 
foundations, such as the Nobel foundation 
for certain achievements in human en- 
deavor, or the Carnegie foundation for re- 
warding heroism, or the national academies. 
which honor excellence in literature and 
art. Over and above all, it is the peculiar 
function of the government to reward social 
service and bestow honors where they be- 
long. Think what the iron cross means to 
the German, and the red ribbon to a son 
of France! 

Let the universities stop their ridiculous 
cap and gown mills. Soon their LL. D. 
and Ph, D.’s will.be ranked with the * pro- 
fessor” this and that and the other—the 
flea trainer, the presmidigitator, the balloonist, 
the shell sharp, the bumpologist, ani all that 
lik. A few years ago a Cleveland school 
made a doctor of pharmacy” out of a 
successful dusiness man for forking over 
some five thousand dollars for a laboratory.

Week Open with Heavy De- 
mand for Canned Products; 
Dried Fruits Sought. 


CROP NEWS IS VERIFIED. 


Confirmation Made of Shortage 
in Pea Pack; Dealers Tell 
: Conditions. 


Activity marked the wholesale grocery 
trade yesterday being a continuation of the 
unusually heavy tradeng of the preceding 
week. Every indication so far points to the 
best year in the history of the local grocery 
jobbers. 

The week starts off with heavy orders for canned 
goods, both spot and future and a fair demand for 
dried fruits. Other staples were proportionately in 
demand. 

Reports from Wisconsin, Indiana, and Michigan 
as to the effects of the continued drought on the 
pea crop verify the earlier reports from the same 
sections as to the damage done and the shortage 
that will result. 

“We started packing on the 25th and on our 
Alaskas which we have packed so far we got a yfeld 
of about 60 cases to the acre, This is a low aver- 
age; under ordinary conditions our soil produces 
from 90 to 110 cases per are, writes the Chilton 
Canning company of Chilton, Wis. ‘‘ While we 
have had no ripe peas to contend with, the peas 
themselves, due to lack of moisture, are sma!! and 
dry. Should this weather continue three or four 
days more we are eatisfied our later seedings will 
be almost a total fafilure.’’ 


Pea Pack 50 Per Cent Short. 

The Onalaska Pickle and Canning company of 
Onalaska, Wis., writes concerning the situation: 

We have completed our pack of early peas. 
Have secured 50 per cent of a normal pack. The 
late peas have been somewhat injured by dry 
weather, and if we do not have rain in a day or two 
we will not have enough to consider at all: In 
fact, we think the crop will become so uneven it 
will be to our advantage to let It ripen and turn 
ft all Into seed. In that way we mizht be able 
to secure enough seed for our 1911 planting. 

Should we have rain we might at best secure 
25 to 40 per cent of à crop of late peas. We believe 
conditions existing here are the same as are to be 
found throughout Wisconsin territory generally 

W. R. Roach & Co., Hart. Mich. write in regard 
to the outlook in that state: W e feel at the pres- 
ent time that if we harvest 50 per cent of a pea crop 
we will do well. This te about the way things 
are in this state all over as far as peas go. 


Prospects in Indiana. 


Relative to the prospects in Indiana the Van 
Camp company of Indianapolis writes, under date 
of July 6: 

‘Will finish this week at Indianapolis—<losed 
at Martineville. Acreage about 60 per cent of last 
year. Yield fairly good per acre, but results are 
not up to expectations of four weeks ago. Ex- 
tensively damaged by hot weather.

** Every item fn canned goods is cheaper now than 
it will be six months from now. This season dif- 
fers materially from a normal year in that. instead 
of prices being cheaper after the new peck comes 
in, the futures will be about on a level with the spot 
‘goods by the time the new pack becomes available.“ 

The market for a second crop of new tea is open,

N ew Orleans Traders Recite Needs from 
Rio and Santos. 


The demand for coffee supplics continues 
good in the Chicago market notwithstanding 
the extremely hot weather. 

Westfeldt Bros. of New Orleans, writing to 
the Chicago coffee trade say: 


A year ago, the estimates for the 1900 10 


Rio and Santos crops ranged from 13,000,000 
to 15,000,000 bags. The actual outrun was 
14,944,000 bags. Other crops furnished 4,083, - 
000 bags. The present estimates for Rio and 
Santos crops of 1910-'11 range from 10,000,000 
to 18,000,000 bags. 


Decrease in U. S. Deliveries. 


“The deliveries in the United States show a de- 
crease for the year ef 233,000 bags, or about 3 
per cent. The deliveries in Europe show 4 de- 
creasé of 318,000 bags, or about 3 per cent. ‘The 
stocks at interior points of both the United States 
and Europe are generally believed to be small. 

‘With a mild crop of 5,000,000 bags, and same 
deliveries as in 1000.10, the world requires from 
Rio and Santos 13,100,000 bags in order to leave 
the visible supply on July 1, 101d, the same as on 
July 1. 1910. 

For the year, the world’s visible supply has 
increased 879,000 bags. This increase is made up 
roughly of 1,217,000 increase in Santos stocks, of 
350,000 increase in European stocks, and a de- 
crease in the United States’ visible supply of 
685,000 bags. 


Rio Green Coffee Receipts. 


Receipts of green coffee at Rio on Saturday 
amounted to 6.000 bags; at Santos, 44,000 bags.
